Mrs. Rickett echoed him: 
“ We were treated wo nderfully . 
The Chinese peo ple lo v e peace. I 
was also o nce a reactio nary and 
can no w see ho w wro ng I was. I 
deserv ed ev ery thing I receiv ed.” 
In Washington, U. S. officials de­ 


clined to comment on the p air s 
statements until they received a 
full rep ort from consular officials 
at Hong Kong. Unofficially , State 
Dep artment sources talked of “ a 
thorough job of brainwashing.” 
This ex p lanation also was voiced 
by Mrs. Rickett’s father Harold 
W. Austin, of Yonkers, N. Y. Ber- 
sohn’s father A. P. Bersohn, a New 
York attorney , said his son “ un­ 
doubtedly had to confess to a lot 
of things in order to get out.” 
“Until he gets home, he p rob­ 
ably is going to say what he was 
told to say ,” Bersohn added.

(Continued from rage One) 
nent domain—the authority to con­ 
demn property for its right-of-way. 
Opponents of the project warn that 
the whole proposal can win or lose 
on this key issue. 
Unofficial polls of the committee 
membership have indicated neither 
side in the controversy can claim 
more than a narrow margin at 
this time. Several members of the 
committee have declined to say 
publicly how they feel about the 
question. 
Data compiled by Pickaway 
County Treasurer Bob Colville at 
The Herald’s request appeared 
certain to stir active opposition 
in this district. The Circleville 
Chamber of Commerce recently 
adopted a resolution opposing the 
“rubber railroad”. 
* * * 
IT HAS BEEN pointed out that 
the project can vitally affect many 
of the railroad lines running across 
the state to the Great Lakes — in­ 
cluding rail systems in Pickaway 
County. 
Southern terminus of the propos­ 
ed conveyor setup is also strate­ 
gically located to be fed by river 
coal shipments. 
Many of these, in 
addition to 
shipments direct from the mines, 
are now hauled northward across 
the state by rail. Curtailment of 
rail business due to operation of 
the conveyor belt would inevitably 
affect all areas and communities 
touched by the rail systems. 
It has also been pointed out. in 
bringing the controversy home 
to Pickaway County, that ap­ 
proval of the conveyor belt’s con­ 
demnation authority would pave 
the way for similar belt systems 
throughout the state.

State Budget 


No-New-Taxes Stand 
To Be Reflected In 
Report, Governor Says 


COLUMBUS {ft— Democrat Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche says his budget 
message to

trolled Legislature tonight will re­ 
flect his stand against new taxes. 
“ My position never had deviat­ 
ed,” the governor said. 
Money matters overshadowed 
a heavy schedule of committee ; 
hearings as tax-conscious legisla­ 
tors returned 
today 
for their 
eighth week of work. 
They have waited a month past 
the deadline for Lausche’s state I 
operating budget because of the 
death of former Finance Director 
H. D. Defenbacher. 
Lausche said he personally would • 
present his two-year budget, draft-, 
ed by John M. Wilcoxon, to a joint , 
Senate-House session. 
• ' 
That will give legislators their 
first official look at Lausche’s esti­ 
mate of revenues and recommen­ 
dations for spending to run the 
state in the next biennium. 
Despite official silence, reports 
hinted that a general fund total 
of around $800 
million 
together 
with earmarked funds for highways 1 
and the like would boost the bud-! 
get up to SI billion. 
* * * 
TWO YEARS AGO Lausche pre­ 
sented what he termed a balanced 
budget requesting a 
record 
$831 
million for general operations, up 
$79 million from the previous bien­ 
nium. 
The Legislature boosted the re­ 
quested sum by $5 million. But of­ 
ficials 
said 
additional 
spending 
probabl; would send total operat­ 
ing costs to about $846 million by 
the fiscal year-end next June 30. 
Most estimates indicate the state 
will amass a $40 million surplus. 
Lausche customarily has called for 
use of surplus 
funds 
solely for 
new buildings and similar improve­ 
ments. A later “ additions and bet­ 
terments” will 
regularly carried 
appropriations from 
surplus 
for 
such projects. Two years ago the 
bill called 
for 
capital 
improve­ 
ments costing $45'^ million. 
Sen. C. Stanley 
Mechem (R- 
Athens), Senate majority leader 
again this session, has accused 
the Lausche administration re-

peatedly of “deliberately” un­ 
derestimating revenues to build 
surpluses. 
But legislative leaders assert the 
end of surpluses may he in sight, j 
They expressed belief that Wilcox- 
on would come up with a “ realis­ 
tic” estimate of revenues. They re­

Defenbacher always 
wound up the biennium with a sur­ 
plus—“ an excess of revenues over 
estimates.” 
Republican spokesmen also have 
called for inclusion of capital im­ 
provements in the operating bud­ 
get, but Lausche hasn’t expressed 
his feeling on that proposal. 
Lausche recently reported that 
spending requests by state depart­ 
ments and agencies hit $783 mil­ 
lion, some $76 million above ex­ 
pected income, and that the state 
faced additional obligations of $55 
million.

Sees Inflation 


lf Taxes Cut 


Humphrey Arguing 
Against Democratic 
Move For Slash 


WASHINGTON (JV-Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey said today 
the $20 tax cut approved by the 
House to help “little folks” might 
cause inflationary price rises that 
would 
cost the small 
taxpayer 
most. 
In testimony prepared for the 
Senate F i n a n c e Committee, 
Humphrey did not mention a com­ 
promise tax cut being pushed by 
some Senate Democrats. It would 
make the $20-a-person 
tax cut 
effective July I, 1956, instead of 
next Jan. I, as provided in tho 
House bill. 
It 
also 
would 
extend present 
corporation and excise tax rates 
for 15 months instead of 12. They 
are now due to drop April I. 
Humphrey, the only witness call­ 
ed by the Finance Committee in 
its consideration of the House bill, 
told the senators: 
“ It can start us right back on 
the reckless road of inflation, with 
all its cruel thievery. Let us re­ 
member that it is not the rich who 
need protection from inflation. It 
is the little folks who suffer the 
most when inflation takes hold.” 
* * * 
THE HOUSE bill, vigorously op­ 
posed by 
President 
Eisenhower, 
would give each taxpayer a tax 
reduction of $20 for himself, his 
wife and each dependent. Humph­ 
rey said it would take about five 
million taxpayers completely off 
the federal tax rolls and would cost 
the government over a full year 
approximately $2 3 billion in reve­ 
nue. 
In advance of the hearing, Sen. 
Carlson (R-Kan), described as “en­ 
tirely political” the reported com­ 
promise plan under which the in­ 
come tax cut would become ef­ 
fective a year from July I, and 
corporation and excise rates would 
be extended until that date. 
Most of 
Carlson’s 
Democratic 
colleagues on the committee, how­ 
ever, were reported lining up be­ 
hind that proposal. 
An argument for the 
compro­ 
mise is that extension of these 
rates for 15 months instead of 12 
would bring in perhaps $750 million 
more than is now anticipated. Also, 
proponents note, delaying the in­ 
come tax cut until July I, 1956, 
would mean that it would not be 
felt at all in the coming fiscal year, 
w'hich starts next July I. 
The net effect on income taxpay­ 
ers would be to halve the propos­ 
ed reduction in calendar 1956.

Usu ally Painfu l 
While shingles does not 
k ill 
and disable, as do some other 
nerve diseases su ch as polio, it 
does prcdu ce an u nsightly rash, 
and almost always a great deal of 
pain. And if it attack s you r deli­ 
cate eye tissu e, the scars it m ight 
leave can impair you r vision. 
You are most lik ely to be stru ck 
by this viru s If you are a m an and 
past the age of 50. Children are 
seldom strick en. The disease u su ­ 
ally develops in early su m m er or 
late au tu m n. It can, however, 
strik e a t ar./ time. 
Related to Chick en Pox 
The viru s which cau ses shingles 
is closely related to the one re­ 
sponsible for chick en pox. For 
three or fou r days before the rash 
break s ou t, you probably will 
have chills, a feeling of weak ness 
and m aybe a slight fever. You r 
stom ach and bowels m ight be u p­ 
set. too. 
You will notice pain at the spot 
where the rash will break ou t. 
This rash, composed of blisters 
su rrou nded by red sk in, appears 
in a few days and spreads along 
the cou rse of variou s nerves.

Dru gs That Help 
Some physicians report tha t 
au reomycin, if given at the be­ 
ginning of the disease, will help 
prevent, or modify this lingering 
after-pain. A new produ ct called 
Protamide also gave "good to ex­ 
cellent” resu lts in a nu mber of 
test cases, according to Dr. Wil­ 
liam Marsh of the National Naval 
Medical Center. ACTH and corti­ 
sone u su ally help relieve the pain 
su ffered along with the rash. 
Binding the area covered with 
the rash with thick layers of cot­ 
ton often gives relief. Use of an 
electric heating pad m ight be 
helpfu l, too. 
Three times a day, you might 
apply a mild lotion to the rash, 
su ch as zinc ointm ent or boric 
acid ointment with one per cent 
phenol. 
When Scalp Is Affected 
If you r scalp is involved, you 
don’t have to cu t you r hair. Keep 
the area perfectly clean with 
soap and water and benzene. 
Then you can apply a mild anti­ 
septic ointment.

TROUBLED FORMOSAN situation con­ 
tinues to move according to script.

getaway, and Moscow gives encourage­ 
ment from afar. 
The UN has washed its hands of i t s 
“cease-fire” mediation e f f o r t s on the 
ground that one of the parties refuses to 
submit to the process, while the U. S. goes 
about its carefully spelled out business in 
the Formosa Straits. 
The hazardous testing period continues, 
however. Peiping, working to keep home 
propaganda fires burning and to impress 
the Soviets, can be expected to continue to 
taunt the U. S. by lobbing shells on Que- 
m oy, Matsu and Nanchi islands just off the 
mainland. 
* If the Chinese reds become recklessly 
provocative, there is always the possibil­ 
ity that Chiang Kai-shek may force a show­ 
down by abandoning the ‘‘other cheek” pol­ 
icy. 
It would seem, however, that if Peiping 
were capable of making war or r e a l l y 
wanted war, it would have taken that fate­ 
ful step during the retreat from the Tach- 
ens. Most observers are convinced t h a t 
Peiping is too weak militarily to undertake 
the adventure without Moscow’s active par­ 
ticipation. The conviction is growing that 
the picture of Red China as a great mili­ 
tary power has been built up, here and 
abroad, by pro-communists and has little 
basis in fact. 
^nd at the moment the boys in the Krem­ 
lin seem to be too busy moving furniture to 
take much notice of their oriental allies. 


WATCH AND WAIT 
THE WORLD situation has become so 
complicated that scarcely a nation, large 
or small, is not involved in daily develop­ 
m ents. Right now the chief interest is in 
the Formosa situation, in which the United 
States and England are not in agreement. 
England would have the Chinese Natio- 
alists abandon several small islands of 
the China coast, while Washington takes 
tile position that the islands should not be 
abandoned, too quickly at least, until it is 
determined the communists will not u s e 
them in a campaign to invade Formosa. 
As a result various world capitals, in­ 
cluding our own, are disturbed over what 
m ay happen to these islands, no larger 
than pin points on the map of the world. 
Moscow has continued to build up world 
tensions ever since the close of the l a s t 
war. Russia is back of Red China’s present 
aggressiveness, in order to attract atten­ 
tion from the European situation, which 
many say is more vital to world peace. 
After Formosa it will be something else. 
Some still hope for a change in Russia’s 
attitude, brought about through new lead­ 
ership. Meanwhile there is nothing to do 
but watch and wait.

These Days 


When I was a small boy, I was taken to 
see Maude Adams in ‘‘Peter Pan,” and it 
has remained with me all these years as a 
sentimental journey to a temple of love 
and beauty. Maude Adams was a winsome 
personality that can never be forgotten. 
Therefore when it was announced that 
James M. Barrie’s play was to be done as 
a musical comedy, I feared to go lest an­ 
other memory be shattered, another sym­ 
bol of virgin cleanliness be d r a g g e d 
through the current vale of vulgarity. Then 
I read that the play would be closed in IO 
days and took my family to see it. 
Back in the days of Charles Frohman, 
before the theater was forced to compete 
with movie houses and neon signs had not 
yet been invented, one approached the the­ 
ater as though it were a temple. It was 
an occasion to go to the theater. There 
might have been a photograph of Maude 
Adams, but the front of the house was not 
plastered with signs and pictures and 
noisome lighting. There was no pushing 
and shoving because good manners were 
still in vogue. A special atmosphere was 
all-pervading even in the lobby. 
In the 1955 version this simple play of 
dreamland is begun by an overture in 
brass which shakes the rafters, as though 
in preparation for Ethel Merman. So the 
climate of the play was shattered as by an 
electric storm. Soothing violins and violas 
might have fixed a mood, as Wagner does 
in an overture. But here, it was brass, and 
what mighty trumpets and trombones! 
So the mood was gone and one was at a 
musical comedy, a show like all shows, sat­ 
isfying because Mary Martin was the star 
and the sequences were pleasurable a n d 
amusing and the tunes were not bad, al­ 
though in one’s ear ran something from 
Tchaikovsky’s ‘Romeo and Juliet” like a 
lost chord. 
It was not James M. Barrie and it was 
only called 
‘Peter Pan.” It was like 
Mozart done in bebop or a tender song of 
Schubert twisted into a mambo. 
In the lobby I saw a blow-up of a critqiue 
written by one of the men in New York 
who make or break plays—shows, t h e y 
call them—depending upon the state of 
their pancreas. This reviewer finds this 
musical an improvement upon Barrie’s 
“Peter Pan.” This man of the moment 
feels that Barrie was too saccharine, too 
sweet, too sentimental. What he apparent­ 
ly prefers is a brass band. Someday, with 
such encouragement, someone will do Ib­ 
sen’s “A Doll’s House,” in jazz. 
■That, of course, is a point of view in a 
generation which does not go in for the gen­ 
tle or the genteel, the fine and the delicate. 
We are all supposed to be hard guys. Per­ 
haps that is why so many second acts let 
the curtain fall on a four letter word, hurl­ 
ed at the audience by a woman. I recent­ 
ly saw “The Southwest Corner,” the best 
written, the best produced and the b e s t 
acted play that I have seen in at least five 
years. But the audience was inadequate. 
There seems to be little taste for t h i s 
gem. 
The theater is always a mirror of the 
times. The live theater has outlived t h e 
movie, the radio and television, because it 
is vital and significant. But in the compe­ 
tition it has taken on some of the vulgar­ 
ities of its competitors.

What To Do If You 
Should Get Shingles

EVER since the time of Hippoc­ 
rates, physicians nave wrestled 
with the problem of herpes zoster 
—shingles. Well, we have a toe­ 
hold on it now, but it isn’t licked 
yet! 
Usually Painful 
While shingles does not kill 
and disable, as do some other 
nerve diseases such as polio, it 
does produce an unsightly rash, 
and almost always a great deal of 
pain. And if it attacks your deli­ 
cate eye tissue, the scars it m ight 
leave can impair your vision. 
You are most likely to be struck 
by this virus lf you are a m an and 
past the age of 50. Children are 
seldom stricken. The disease usu­ 
ally develops in early summer or 
late autum n. It can, however, 
strike at ar./ time. 
Related to Chicken Pox 
The virus which causes shingles 
is closely related to the one re­ 
sponsible for chicken pox. For 
three or four days before the rash 
breaks out. you probably will 
have chills, a feeling of weakness 
and maybe a slight fever. Your 
stom ach and bowels m ight be up­ 
set. too. 
You will notice pain at the spot 
where the rash will break out. 
This rash, composed of blisters 
surrounded by red skin, appears 
in a few days and spreads along 
the course of various nerves. 
After Five Days 
About five days later the blis­ 
ters begin to dry up and scabs 
form. In younger patients, the 
pain usually lasts until the rash 
begins to heal. This pain may 
vary from merely an annoying 
itching to a severe burning sen­ 
sation. 
In older patients, the pain may 
continue for months, or even 


i years, after the rash has cleared 
up. 
Drugs That Help 
Some physicians report that 
aureomycin, if given at the be­ 
ginning of the disease, will help 
prevent, or modify this lingering 
after-pain. A new product called 
Protamide also gave “good to ex­ 
cellent” results in a num ber of 
test cases, according to Dr. Wil­ 
liam Marsh of the National Naval 
Medical Center. ACTH and corti­ 
sone usually help relieve the pain 
suffered along with the rash. 
Binding the area covered with 
the rash with thick layers of cot­ 
ton often gives relief. Use of an 
electric heating pad m ight be 
helpful, too. 
Three times a day, you might 
apply a mild lotion to the rash, 
such as zinc ointm ent or boric 
acid ointment with one per cent 
phenol. 
When Scalp Is Affected 
If your scalp is involved, you 
don’t have to cut your hair. Keep 
the area perfectly clean with 
soap and water and benzene. 
Then you can apply a mild anti­ 
septic ointment. 
Don’t move the affected part of 
your body any more than is nec­ 
essary. Elderly patients should 
stay home and rest. Younger 
folks can probably continue their 
usual activities. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
H. H.: I have had a perforated 
ear for years and sometimes have 
a pain down the side of my face. 
Is this dangerous, and is there 
anything I can do about it? 
Answer: The condition you de­ 
scribe is not a dangerous one. 
However, it should receive atten ­ 
tion, as it may indicate th at some 
nerve inflammation has occurred.

NEW YORK iiPv—The baby sister 
of the A-bomb—the priv ate atomic 
indu stry —is six months old today . 
She isn't walking y et. Bu t she’s 
beg inning to pu ll herself erect at 
the table leg s, and has g rown 
mu ch more rapidly than many ex ­ 
pected when President Eisenhower 
sig ned 
the Atomic Energ y Act j 
Au g . 30, 1954. 
Harnessing the atom to commer­ 
cial u se is well u nder way . An 
atomic-powered plant to feed elec­ 
tricity into commercial p ow e r 
lines is a bu ilding on the banks 
of the Ohio. Others are projected 
in the Hu dson Valley , in New 
Eng land, California, Illinois, Mich­ 
ig an, and elsewhere. 
Use of the by produ cts of nu clear 
fission in many indu strial proces­ 
ses was widespread ev en before 
Cong ress lowered somewhat the 
bars to priv ate u se of nu clear fis­ 
sion for power. 
Scientists hav e formed consu lt­ 
ant ag encies to steer corporations 
wanting to g et a head start in the 
atomic race. Money ed men hav e 
formed g rou ps to finance atomic 
indu stry . 
A 
mu tu al 
fu nd 
that 
specializes in stocks of companies 
in v ariou s atomic activ ities has 
ev en been formed. 
Corporations 
hav e 
annou nced 
plans to bu ild nu clear reactors in 
Ohio, New York. Illinois, and plan 
them elsewhere. Still others are 
drawing u p plans for atomic re­ 
search and dev elopment projects 
for su bmission to the Atomic En­ 
erg y Commission before the dead­ 
line a month from today . 
None of this means that nu clear 
fission is g oing to be a big part 
of y ou r life tomorrow', or nex t y ear. 
It will be a long time coming , bu t 
the start is mu ch snappier than 
the pessimists predicted.

Oscar P. “ Bu d” Hass, a v eter­ 
an* test pilot who won his wing s 
j at 17 and now is 47 and a g rand­ 
father, say s this is only one of 
many misconceptions abou t the 
work of the elite fliers who test 
: the nation’s war planes. 
“ In most airplanes today if y ou 
didn’t hav e a speed indicator y ou

Hass, director of flig ht opera­ 
tions at Repu blic Av iation Corp., 
su perv ises a crew of 16 pilots who 
test the new- F8 4s Thu nderstreak 
fig hter bombers.

Bu t tbeir work g iv es them 
an all-arou nd knowledg e of air­ 
planes, and u su ally they take an­ 
other job in the indu stry .” 
How dang erou s is it? Jet pilots 
hav e to pay an ex tra premiu m 
if they take ou t personal insu r­ 
ance. Bu t Hass has nev er had a 
seriou s inju ry '. 
“ A cou ple of my men hav e had 
to bail ou t,” he said, “ bu t W’e’v e 
nev er lost a man in 120,000 take­ 
offs and landing s in 10 y ears. 
“The mortality rate among all 
test pilots is probably lower than 
among serv ice fliers on ordinary 
day -to-day tactical missions.”

Private Atomic 
Industry Gets 
A Good Start 


6 M onths Old Today, 
Business Begins To 
Gain Full Strength 


NEW YORK lift—The baby sister 
of the A-bomb—the private atomic 
industry—‘is six m onths old today. 
She isn’t walking yet. But she’s 
beginning to pull herself erect at 
the table legs, 
and has grown 
much more rapidly than many ex­ 
pected when President Eisenhower 
signed 
the 
Atomic 
E nergy Act 
Aug. 30, 1954. 
H arnessing the atom to com m er­ 
cial use is well under way. An 
atomic-powered plant to feed elec­ 
tricity into com m ercial p o w e r 
lines is a building on the banks 
of the Ohio. Others are projected 
in 
the Hudson 
Valiev, 
in 
New 
England, California, Illinois, Mich­ 
igan, and elsewhere. 
Use of the byproducts of nuclear 
fission in m a n y industrial proces­ 
ses was widespread even before 
Congress lowered 
som ew hat the 
bars to private use of nuclear fis­ 
sion for pow’er. 
Scientists have form ed consult­ 
ant agencies to steer corporations 
wanting to get a head sta rt in the 
atom ic race. Moneyed men have 
form ed groups to finance atomic 
industry. 
A 
m utual 
fund 
that 
specializes in stocks of com panies 
in various atom ic activities has 
even been form ed. 
Corporations 
have 
announced 
plans to build nuclear reactors in 
Ohio, New York, Illinois, and plan 
them elsewhere. Still others are 
draw ing up plans for atom ic re­ 
search and developm ent projects 
for subm ission to the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission before the dead­ 
line a month from today. 
None of this m eans that nuclear 
fission is going to be a big part 
of your life tom orrow , or next year. 
It will be a long tim e coming, but 
the sta rt is much snappier than 
the pessim ists predicted. 
Some corporations are working 
with AEC on power plants a t least 
partly financed with public funds. 
U nder way is an 84-million-dollar 
nuclear-pow ered plant which Du­ 
quesne Light Co. will operate at 
Shippingport, 
P a.,

R iver. It m ay be m aking elec­ 
tricity by the end of 1957. 
Allis-Chalm ers

Eisenhower’s relationship with the 
Democrats — sweet as sugar can­ 
dy in his first two White House 
years— is developing tart taste. 
»*ln those first two years, when 
t.ie Republicans ran the show, the 
Democrats saved parts of Eisen­ 
hower’s program 
for 
him 
more 
than once. Mostly they watched 
and waited, a policy which paid 
off. 
The Republicans, with their in­ 
traparty fighting, 
made a spec­ 
tacle of themselves. It was prob­ 
ably that, more than any fervor 
the Democrats, which induced 
the voters in 1954 to turn Congress 
over to the Democrats. 
The 1956 elections are 21 months 
away. 
Eisenhower 
looks 
like 
a j 
good bet to run again. If he does 
and wins, he may do what he did 
in 1952: pull enough Republicans 
along with him to give his party 
control of Congress. 
The Democrats between now and 
then, if they hope to have any vot- 
appeal, must establish a record 
of their own. They've already be­ 
gun work on it. 
This 
inevitably 
means 
conflict 
with Eisenhower, who has an un­ 
derstandable desire to make a rec­ 
ord of his own. 
The 
Democrats 
will 
probably 
continue to treat him politely. He’s 
still immensely popular. 
But how they treat him person­ 
ably and how they threat his pro­ 
t e a rn are two different things. 
With the new Congress not yet 
in session two months, the Demo­ 
crats have made a quick start in 
opposition. They’ve jumped on his 
school aid and highway programs 
and may substitute their own. 
House Democrats have voted to 
give a 
$20 tax cut to everyone. 
When 
Eisenhower 
surprisingly— 
he’s been careful not to make peo­ 
ple mad at him personally—cried 
•irresponsibility,” the Democrats 
taunted him. 
They charged his Republican-run 
Congress last year put through a 
tax cut for rich folks. The Senate, 
self-conscious after voting itself a 
pay raise, may go along with the 
tax reduction. 
For two years the Republicans 
made themselves look good with 
their arithmetic on all the securi-

of that program 
This is just a start. Since vot­ 
e rs ’ memories can be unreliably 
short, 
the Democrats 
will

the job of jogging them with new 
investigations and new opposition. 
While they can be expected to go 
along with 
Eisenhower’s 
foreign 
policy 
so long as it suffers no re­ 
verses. they’ll have plenty to say

City’s Annual Crackdown On Straying Dogs Begins Tuesday 


Humane Officer 
Prepares To 
Enforce Law 


Research Center's 
Data Shows Boxer 
Gains Popularity 


One of the nation’s biggest or­ 
ganizations for dog research has an 
announcement that will h a r d l y 
make life any happier for Pick­ 
away 
County 
Humane 
Officer 
Ralph Wallace. 
The Gaines Dog Research Cen­ 
ter of New York City has pre­ 
dicted 1955 will be “a very good 
year” in purebred dogs, both as 
pets and for participation in the 
various dog activities. And on 
Tuesday morning, Wallace re- 
sumos enforcement of the city’s 
strict “S u rn rn e r” crackdown 
rules relating to stray dogs, be 
they purebred or plain pooch. 
Dog owners whose p e t s are 
caught wandering around the city 
between March I and next Fall can 
be fined in municipal court. 
Wallace made it clear last Sum­ 
m er he will enforce the city ordi­ 
nance whenever possible, but he 
also points out that the on-again- 
off-again feature of the law only 
makes it more difficult for him and 
for the dog owners. He favors a 
year-a r o u n d restriction on the 
dogs, claiming that too many dog 
owners “have to get used to the 
city law all over again” when it 
comes time for the annual Spring 
roundup.

MEANWHILE, the Gaines Cen­ 
ter not only predicted a big year 
for the dogs but also announced a 
change in the controversial “ Most 
Popular Dog” standings. 
Boxers 
have moved up second to the be­ 
loved beagles in the popularity 
league, dropping the cocker span­ 
iels to third place in the latest 
available figures. 
Since 1948 the interest in pure­ 
bred dogs has been on a great up­ 
swing and is steadily advancing — 
reaching, last year, the record 
high of 346.525 dogs registered in 
the American Kennel Club. This 
is nearly five times the registra­ 
tion of 20 years ago and a gain of 
seven percent over 1953. 
However, this does not mean 
that almost five times as 
many 
purebred puppies were raised last 
year as 20 years ago hut is due to 
the fact that an increase of nearly 
three times the number of puppies 
were litter-registered and 43 per 
cent of eligible puppies were indi­ 
vidually registered. 
During the past 30 years the 
total dog population in the United 
States has increased by 200 per 
cent as compared to a 50 per 


cent increase in the human pop­ 
ulation. 
The past year brought a few7 
changes in the “ top IO” most pop­ 
ular breeds, taking American Ken­ 
nel Club registration figures as the 
criterion. 
Beagles, which rose to top place 
in 1953, cemented their position 
with 53,138 registered in 1954, a 
gain of nearly 6,000 over the pre­ 
vious year. Cocker spaniels which 
led all breeds for 17 years, went 
to second place in 1953 and dropped 
to third last year with a registra­ 
tion of 37,185.

HOWEVER, there are probably 
more cocker spaniels living today 
than any other two breeds com­ 
bined as, during their reign as ‘‘top 
dog,” over two-thirds of a million 
cockers were individually regis­ 
tered.

Dachshunds are fourth and collies, 
for more than 70 years in the front 
ranks of Am erica’s best-1 i k e d 
breeds and fifth in 1953, dropped to 
sixth, 
displaced by 
chihuahuas, 
smallest of all breeds, with 24,033 
registered last year. 
German shepherd dogs hold sev­ 
enth place, and Boston terriers 
eighth. Poodles moved up to ninth 
place and pekingese, which they 
supplanted, are tenth. 
The poodle, incidentally, h a s 
risen to such heights of popular­ 
ity in England that the miniature 
variety leads registrations in the 
British Kennel Club, the f i r s t 
time in 20 years that any other 
breed in that country has super­ 
seded the cocker spaniel. 
Within the top 20 breeds in the 
United States few changes h a v e 
been seen. Although no breed has 
maintained its exact position with­ 
in that group in the .past five 
years, only two breeds — Great 
Danes and Irish setters — have 
dropped below the line. They have 
been replaced by W’eim araners and 
German short-haired pointers.
